“THE  BEGGAR’S  OPERA”  by 
Fredrick  Austin  is  not  merely  a 
parody  of  Italian  opera;  it  is  also 
a political  satire,  hitting  at  the 
Prime  Minister,  Sir  Robert  Wal- 
pole, and  his  satellites,  noted 
Fisher. 

The  opera  gives  a picture  of  the 
political  corruption  of  the  period 
being  presented  in  the  guise  of 
the  life  of  a highwayman,  pick- 
pockets, and  the  equally  criminal 
servants  of  the  law,  explained 
Fisher. 

THE  FIRST  performance  of 
the  opera  in  London  in  1728.  It 
was  performed  in  Paris  and  New 
York  in  1750  and.  thenceforward, 
and  for  long  after,  every  theatri- 
cal company  that  visited  Ameri- 
ca performed  it. 

According  to  Fisher,  a German 
version  with  a new  plot  and  dif- 
ferent music  of  the  Opera  was 
metde  in  1928  under  the  title  of 
“Three  Penny  Opera,” 

The  opera  by  Austin,  from  the 
original  by  John  Gay,  consists 
of  spoken  dialogue  interespersed 
with  69  songs  of  Ifish,  Scottish 
and  English  folklore.

There’s  a weaving  shop  in  the 
basement  of  the  Smith  Family 
Living  Center,  right  next  to  Cam- 
pus Couture,  that  will  make  any- 
thing from  yardage  to  tote  bags 
exactly  as  you  request  them. 

THIS  MEANS  that  if  you  have 
a great  idea  for  a design  for  a 
place  mat,  for  example,  you  can 
order  as  many  as  you  want  using 
the  pattern  you  have  created. 

If  you’re  wondering  about 
money  (and  who  isn’t)  here’s  the 
deal.  This  shop  isn’t  competing 
with  Mickey’s  bargin  table,  it 
is  catering  to  the  people  who  can 
afford  something  original.  On  the 
other  hand,  the  prices  are  very 
reasonable  for  this  type  of  pro- 
duct. For  example,  wool  by  the 
yard  sells  there  from  $7  to  $15 
depending  on  the  quality  of  mat- 
erials used. 

ANOTHER  THING— if  you
